Ts spring of 1991 brings good tidings from the College 
of Nursing. To begin, in February we experienced a site 
visit by the National League for Nursing (NLN). I am pleased 
to announce that the visitors recommended to the Board of 
Reviewers of the NLN that the College of Nursing be 
reaccredited for the full period of eight years. Concomi- 
tantly, we received notice from the American Nurses Cre- 
dential Center’s Commission on Accreditation that the 
College was accredited as a provider of continuing educa- 
tion in nursing for the period of 1991 to 1997. These accom- 
plishments are well deserved by our nationally renowned 
College and we are grateful to those who worked so hard to 
prepare the records, documents and itineraries for each of 
these visits. We are especially grateful to the faculty and 
students who are the reasons that the College succeeded on 
the basis of its merit. 


I had the distinct pleasure of participating in two new 
alumni events — the NAA Phonathon (see page 1), and the 
Nurses Alumni Reception and Dialogue with the Dean (see 
page 4). Your feedback was invaluable! Many new ideas for 
programs were generated, which should give our alumni 
even stronger ties to their alma mater. We continue to 
actively seek your commitment, enthusiasm and support — 
together we can accomplish much! 


New resources have come to the faculty during this period.

benefits in improved communication are highly appreciated. 
Incrementally, we are adding computers to our 
armamentarium; this technology is an asset to our growing 
research agenda. Adding to our research productivity are 
two funded postdoctoral positions that have been approved 
for the research programs conducted by Dr. Carol Farran for 
the examination of dementia; specifically caregiver charac- 
teristics and need for services, and by Dr. Debbie Gross for 
maternal depression and early mother-child relationships. 
Finally, for the first time in the history of the College, 


Biomedical Research Support Grant (BRSG) funds were 


awarded to one of our faculty, Dr. Janice Podolski. She will 
use these funds to equip her laboratory for studies examin- 
ing factors that promote cell movement in wound healing 
and tissue remodeling. 


The College benefited from the leadership of Dr. Edythe 
Hough from January until June 1991. Dr. Hough accepted 
the position of Acting Associate Dean for Educational 
Programs for this period while a Search Committee pursues 
candidates for the position. In July, Dr. Hough will return to 
her post of Associate Vice President and Associate Dean for 
Nursing. If we have not identified a candidate for the 
Associate Dean for Educational Programs position in June, I 
will act in the post until the position is filled. 


The College is enjoying a dramatic increase in applications 
at the prelicensure and graduate levels, as is the experience 
in Colleges of Nursing nationwide. This is a welcome turn 
of events. We are also pleased about the arrival of a new 
fund dedicated to evaluating the curriculum. This will permit 
us to gather and evaluate the data that can measure and 
predict performance outcomes of students. Other important 
studies are also possible. 


Finally, the Medical Center has approved a generous salary 
increase for our faculty and this will permit us to remain 
competitive on the national market. We are actively recruit- 
ing faculty, especially those with experience and research 
track records. The Search Committees for the Chairperson of 
Medical Nursing, Chairperson of Psychiatric Nursing, and 
Independence Chair are still active. Indeed, we are looking 
for the highest caliber people to lead these departments. 


On the practice side of the house, we are actively becoming 
involved in a new model for patient care delivery. New 
technology and multi-task personnel are being introduced to 
our health care delivery system and nursing is leading the 
experiment. Four units will begin the program this summer 
with the plan to eventually incorporate all the patient care 
units. This project is under the capable leadership of Dr. 


~Ann Minnick. You will hear more about this in future 


communications. 


To sum up, you should continue to be proud with the 
knowledge that your College of Nursing is making its mark 
on Rush, Chicago, and the country.

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Updates from the 
College of Nursing 


T hree site visitors from the National League for Nursing 
visited the College of Nursing in February, and recom- 
mended that the College be reaccredited for eight more years. 

Carol Farran, D.N.Sc., R.N. (Rush ’85), associate 
professor, Rush College of Nursing, and Joan LeSage Ph.D., 
R.N., chairperson, Department of Gerontological Nursing and 
professor, Rush College of Nursing, attended the Geron- 
tological Society of America (GSA) Conference in Boston last 
November. Dr. Farran presented “A Qualitative Study of 
Caregivers of Persons with Dementia: Finding Meaning 
through Caregiving,” and Dr. LeSage was a convener for the 
Nursing Care of Older Adults Interest Group. The GSA seeks 
to advance knowledge of the needs of older adults, to 
support research in aging, and to enhance dissemination of 
effective nursing interventions in the care of older adults. 

Joan Nelson, M.S.N. (St. Luke’s 53), OR/Surgical 
nursing, was elected president of the Association of Operat- 
ing Room Nurses (ARON), Chicago chapter. 

Two nursing units at Rush, 7N and 7S Atrium, will 
participate in the national AIDS nursing study entitled “AIDS 
Care: Nurse Retention and Patient Satisfaction.” This multi- 
institutional study is funded through the National Center for 
Nursing Research under the direction of Dr. Linda Aiken. 
The study will examine factors influencing nurse retention 
and compare two models of care for hospitalized AIDS 
patients—a dedicated area vs. general nursing unit. Diana 
Mixon M.S., R.N., Helen Shidler M.S., R.N. (Rush ’81), and 
Renee Cary B.S.N., R.N., are directing the data collection 
at Rush. 

Barbara Conrad, Ph.D., R.N. (Rush 81), maternal-child 
nursing, Lou Fogg, Ph.D., and Deborah Gross, D.N.Sc., 
R.N. (Rush ’83), psychiatric nursing, presented: “Validating 
the toddler care questionnaire as a measure of maternal self- 
efficacy,” at the National Conference on Instruments in 
Nursing, University of Arizona, Tucson. 

Joseph Zbilut, D.N.Sc., Ph.D., R.N. (Rush ’84 and ’87), 


OR/surgical nursing; Joseph Briller, M.D., and Norman 
Weinstein, M.D., University of Chicago; and William 
Wiessner, M.S. (Rush ’89), Rush University presented: “Use 
of a power law scaling relationship to analyze signal 
averaged ECC’s,” at the Society for Industrial and Applied 
Mathematics annual convention, Chicago.

ince our last communication, the College of Nursing 
S added 148 graduates to the nurse work force. A break- 
down of our June graduates: 77 baccalaureate, 51 master of 
science, 6 doctor of nursing, 14 doctor of nursing science and 
24 Graduate Entry Level B.S. The major change from last year 
is the increased number of doctor of nursing graduates from 
one to six. The total number of graduates from the College of 
Nursing now stands at 2,667 and, when added to the alumni 
of St. Luke’s Hospital Training School of Nursing, Presbyterian 
Hospital School of Nursing and Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal School of Nursing, Rush nursing alumni number approxi- 
mately 4,500. Ours is the largest nurses alumni association in 
the country. 

As you know, the June commencement exercises Occur 
during alumni homecoming week. What a great week it was 
this year! The alumni festivities, including the breakfast for the 
new graduates, the tea, and the banquet, were well attended 
and enjoyable. 

The new graduates received their pins as gifts from the 
Alumni Association at the pinning and awards ceremony 
which, this year for the first time, was produced as a singular 
event for nursing. In prior years, the awards ceremony was a 
shared event with medicine, allied health, and the graduate 
school. Our own convocation was so well received by 
students, faculty, families and friends that we have decided to 
make this an annual event. 

Classes resumed on September 16, and for the first time, 
the College hosted a well-attended ice cream social. Again 
this year we are enjoying an increasing enrollment with 218 
students as compared to last year’s 198 students. The most 
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dramatic growth in the degree programs occurs in the Gradu- 
ate Entry Level program, growing from 33 in 1990 to 56 
admissions in 1991. We are also pleased to note the contin- 
ued success of our N.D. program with 26 new admissions. 

I am pleased to note several accolades have been conferred 
upon our faculty. Three of our colleagues have been admitted 
to the prestigious Academy of Nursing: namely, Dr. Mildred 
Kemp, associate professor, Department of OR and Surgical 
Nursing; Dr. Edythe Hough, professor and associate vice 
president and associate dean for nursing affairs; and Dr. Kathy 
Christiansen, assistant professor and administrator of Rush 


- Home Health Service. Added to these honors, two of our 


faculty have been funded generously in support of their 
research. Dr. Marion Broome, associate professor, Department 
of Maternal/Child Nursing, received a $280,000 grant from the 
American Cancer Society to study pain management in 
pediatric oncology patients. Dr. Ann Minnick, professor and 
director, Nursing Service Research and Support, is studying 
patient care indicators across 15 Chicago-area hospitals thanks 
to a $545,000 grant from the Picker/Commonwealth Fund. 
Finally, the Nurse Anesthesia Program received full 
reaccreditation for the next six years. 

This fall marks the birth of the first 5-10 year Strategic Plan 
for the Division of Nursing. This “blueprint” has been a year 
in the making and has received input from all levels. This 
plan is an indication of our ambitious mission to maintain 
nursing practice that is responsive to health care demands, to 
impart relevant knowledge to our students, to create new 
knowledge for the improvement of practice and to contribute 
significantly to the professional and health care organizations. 

On the hospital side of the house, we saw the opening of 
the new coronary care unit and step-down unit on 2 Pavilion 
this past summer. Under the capable leadership of Joanne 
Garcia, M.S., R.N., Unit Leader; Leslie Albrecht, M.S., R.N.; and 
Marcia Pencak Murphy, M.S., R.N.; Assistant Unit Leaders, 
these critical care units are thriving and preparing for the 
addition of the adjoining Medical Intensive Care Unit on 2 
Kellogg later this year. 

The new patient care delivery model continues to be 
implemented. The complete model unit, with technological 
and organizational changes, will be 8 North Atrium, orthope- 
dics. Complementary model units are 8 Kellogg, GYN and 
general surgery; 7 South Atrium, general medicine; and 3 
Pavilion, neurology. The nursing leadership in this initiative 
has been impressive. A future message will address the 
impact of this model with respect to patient satisfaction, cost, 
quality, nursing workload and nursing satisfaction. 

So, as you can see, the nursing enterprise at Rush goes on. 
You have every reason to be proud.

E percent between 1990 and 1991. The most notable 
increase has been in the Graduate Entry Level program, 
where the enrollment more than doubled during this 
period. This option enables individuals with non-nursing 
degrees to pursue graduate degrees in nursing. Since its 
establishment in 1988, 49 students from backgrounds as 
diverse as exercise physiology, accounting, and teaching 
have graduated through the Graduate Entry Level option.

These unique and creative 
community nursing experiences allow students to look at 
nursing Opportunities for the 90s and give corporations an 
opportunity to incorporate one of the many roles of nursing 
into meeting the health care needs of their employees.
